Requiem For Redmen; 
Epitaph Reads 20-8

The ten year famine is over, Thanksgiving Day is ours once 
again. Joy again reigns supreme in Crown Heights as a result 


of Prep’s 20-8 victory. 

After winning the toss and being 
held on three consecutive plays, 
St. John's punted to the Prep's forty. 
Appearing a little sluggish, the Prep 
eleven could not seem to reach the 
mid-field stripe and were also forced 
to punt. Harry Wheeler got off one 
of his looming spirals down to the 
St. John's two yard marker. St. John's 
speedy halfback, Gene McElroy, was 
immediately trapped and tackled vic¬ 
iously by a Prepman. He fumbled and 
Carl Lockwood fell on the bouncing 
ball in the end zone for the first tally. 
Addeo added the two points and Prep 
was on its way. A few short minutes 
later, Addeo again penetrated the 
St. John's goal line for Prep's second 
touchdown of the quarter. This was 
set up by a 32 yard jaunt of Al Milian, 
who played a great game, gaining 110 
yards through the St. John's defense. 
After successive penalties had wrap¬ 
ped Prep on their own two yard line 
midway through the second quarter, 
Harry Wheeler, attempting to kick, 
stepped out of the end zone for an 
automatic safety, although he got off 
a sixty yard kick. That was the end 
of the scoring in a great first half 
marked by hard-charging, aggressive 
line play on both sides. 

Early in the third quarter, Prep 
drove to the St. John's 15 where a 
fumble stopped the advance. The 
Johnnies, although bright in spots, 
were unable to get a sustained drive 
going until early in the fourth quarter 
when a 45 yard Brown to Sileccia 
pass resulted in their only counter of 
the day. Orlando was stopped inches 
short of the goal line on the conver¬ 


sion attempt. Then late in the quarter, 
the Eagles struck again. This time 
it was Ken Crowley intercepting a 
Brown pass and running it back 18 
yards to the tally. This put the cap 
on the scoring with the game ending, 
Prep 20, St. John's 8.

Career Consciousness 


Life for a teenager is full of momentous decisions: “Which tie 
will / wear?”, or “Who do l like better , Fran or Joan?” But, 
at the end of high school he faces a truly important decision, one 
which will determine his future accomplishment and happiness. 
The decision is his vocation — how he is going to spend his life. 

WHAT IS A VOCATION? 

When the question of a vocation is posed most Catholic stu¬ 
dents usually think of the religious life and whether or not they 
are suited for it. But in a truer sense a vocation is the path one 
follows in fulfilling his earthly role. It can be the priesthood or 
politics; the important consideration is whether or not we fit into 
our place in the world's jigsaw puzzle. 

A career should be a vocation. The way we choose to earn 
our money is not important. It is the sincerity with which we pur¬ 
sue it that will set us apart from the atheistic "wealth is god” 
attitude. A way of life, be it a doctor, lawyer or anything else is 
not a Halloween mask that we wear during business hours and then 
throw in a closet. It is a full time job. 

THE DECISION 

The choosing of a career is not the simple crossroads in the 
woods debated in poetry, it is closer to a cloverleaf on a modern 
thru way with a multiplicity of twistings and turnings. 

Often when asking a high school senior about his life's work, 
you get the answer, "You've got me there, I really don't know.'' 
We don't know because we don't give it any thought. By the time 
the end of high school is reached we should be seriously ponder¬ 
ing our future instead of shrugging our shoulders. 

HOW TO MAKE THE DECISION 

In choosing any vocation there are three factors which must 
be considered — physical ability, mental aptitude and moral fiber. 
Each point narrows the search like an English teacher's pencil 
coming to the crux of a particularly verbose composition. 

On his mental blackboard an embattled senior should first 
consider physical health. Is he strong enough to chop down trees? 
Does some chronic illness limit his activity? A person with lung 
trouble doesn’t seem to be pointed towards construction work or 
missionary life where he might have to work in the rarified air of 
the Andes. 

Mental ability is the second clue to vocation detection. As we 
go through high school we might find some subjects easier and 
even pleasant. Different school subjects are dominant in certain 
occupations. English and Journalism and Math and Engineering 
naturally go together. If our senior has math marks that hug the 
seventy level the way a shipwrecked sailor does a piece of wreck¬ 
age he isn't suited for work as a statistician or bookkeeper. 

Moral fiber is probably the most enigmatic of the three fac¬ 
tors. Decisions in this area are highly personal. Only we our¬ 
selves can decide whether we have the moral strength for the 
priesthood or for the practice of a good Catholic life in the 
worldly professions. 

DANGERS 

The primary consideration in selecting a vocation is our own 
personal inclinations. We must be pleased with our work and 
feel that it is right for us. Overzealous parents who force their 
children into the family business or their idea of the ideal career 
produce misfits who lead unhappy lives doing work they hate. 

However, the other extreme is equally menacing. Our limited 
experience needs a supplement and an aid. The supplement can 
come from parents, priests, or teachers. Their advice is always 
helpful and enlightening. God provides the aid. We are trying 
to uncover the place He has planned for us and we can find out 
by asking Him. 

In the confusion rampant in the twentieth century, dedicated 
men strong in their vocations are necessary. Men that realize that 
their job doesn't end when the whistle blows will help make the 
world more fit for human habitation. The vocation decision is of 
prime importance. Make it with care. 


SPOTLIGHT OH: andy kelly 


Some leaders of activities receive the cheers and adulation of 
many. Other equally important leaders must be content with a 
quiet but sincere pat on the back for a job well done. Such a man 
is Andy Kelly, member of the special honors class, thespian, and 
editor of the Brooklyn Prep Magazine. But there’s a lot more 
satisfaction in a job well done than just a pat on the back. 

“I feel that a good idea is wasted 
if it is not communicated to others.” 

That is the satisfaction Andy feels on 
the stage or over a typewriter. When 
he sees one of his short stories in 
print, his emotions are mixed ones of 
pride and relief — pride because he 
has created something and relief be¬ 
cause at last it is in its final state. The 
Kelly short stories are, as a rule, “A 
combination of a familiar character 
and situation with an unfamiliar 
setting.” 

We received a very frank reply to 
our question on why he joined dra¬ 
matics: “It's fun satisfying the ham 
instincts in me.” Andy will play 
Polonius in the dramatic society's presentation of Hamlet this year. 

Since the conversation had been about satisfaction it was natural that it 
turn to other things that Andy enjoys. “I like good books and music which 
furnish variety in their styles.” It is for that reason he dislikes rock and roll 
and most “dime a dozen mysteries.” 

Andy has chosen the “path less traveled by.” A creative life by its 
nature seldom puts one in the spotlight of human events. He has found it 
rewarding. At Boston College he intends to continue the pursuit of creativity. 
He will major in English to become either a teacher or journalist. Of course, 
he will join the magazine and dramatics society there. 

SPORTUGHT ON: CHARLIE BUCHTA 


Three years ago a small freshman decided to go out for the 
track team. Earlier in the year he had thought he wasn't good 
enough but when several classmates made the team he headed 
for the cinder path. He knew he wasn’t worse than they were 
and he wasn't wrong. Charlie Buchta has risen from these humble 
origins to become one of the finest schoolboy runners in the city. 
As co-captain of the track team he swept practically every availa¬ 
ble honor in the cross-country repertoire. 

Since his sub-midget days of Fresh¬ 
man year Charlie has left a trail of 
broken records and exhausted run¬ 
ners-up. Thirty medals, five varsity 
letters, a trophy, and a plaque have 
helped to decorate his room. The 
first of the records to fall under 
Charlie's winged feet was the 50 yd. 
dash sub-midget timing. As a sopho¬ 
more he set records in the midget 
relays. With various running mates 
Charlie set the two mile record both 
indoors and outdoors and the distance 
medley (2Vz mile) records last year. 

As the top man in schoolboy cross¬ 
country competition this year Charlie 
took four firsts and a second. Jerry 
Salvatore's school record of 13:35 was successively lowered to 13:21.5 to 
13:15 and to an incredible 13:09 in the C.H.S.A.A. Meet. In the Yale Meet 
running against college competition he stopped the watch at 16:09 knocking 
11 seconds off the course record. 

Recently Charlie pulled ligaments in his leg while running the mile. 
Although he will be sidelined until January his previous efforts have made 
him the outstanding track man of the year. He should be of great assistance 
in the indoor and outdoor seasons.

With Charlie Myers riding the 
bench due to an ankle injury, Danny 
Berkery shouldered the brunt on the 
offense, as Prep edged St. Michael's 
51 to 50. Down by five points at the 
half way mark, the Prep five reversed 
the trend and led 44 to 42 as the 


fourth period opened. The hoopmen 
secured a five point lead with less than 
a minute to go, but St. Michael's 
scored four points in ten seconds to 
place the victory in jeopardy. Prep 
controlled the ball in the final seconds 
to give the Eagles their third victory. 
Berkery poured twenty-four points 
through the nets, scoring twenty of 
them in the last half.

DEB A TING 


A popular misconception of debating is that 
it is nothing but an organization composed of 
students who travel from school to school ar¬ 
guing with other students. Actually on a judge’s 
scorecard argumentation represents only 20% of 
the total score. The bulk of the scoring is based 
on presentation, analysis and documentation. 
Therefore, winning debate teams such as those 
that Prep has turned out in recent years must 
be proficient in all these categories. Proficiency 
comes only from practice. For that reason the 
lights in the debating room are seldom switched 
off before those in the other activity rooms. 

One might ask himself exactly what the individual 
debater gains for his hours and hours of work. The 
debater achieves eight separate results. 

He learns to assemble and synthesize information. 
This skill is useful in anything from preparing term 
papers in college to gaining the ability to analyze com¬ 
plicated situations. Someone who has learned to mar¬ 
shal the facts and arguments on each side of a problem 
will find it much easier to simplify the problem and 
reduce it to a soluable form. 

Since the debater learns to assemble arguments and 
to analyze problems, he gains a logical, orderly approach 
to whatever problems he is confronted with. 

When the debater in assembling his facts is faced 
with many contradictory arguments, he is forced to 
learn to form reasonable judgements. 

Through experience and training in speech and dic¬ 
tion, the debater develops the ability to present his ideas 
in an intelligible and persuading manner. 

From all of the preceding acquired skills — assem¬ 
bling information, analysis, logicality, the ability to 
form judgements, and the ability to transmit his ideas, 
he learns how to defend his convictions. 

The debater will also be learning sportsmanship. 
Unlike most inter-scholastic activities an important vic¬ 
tory or loss is based on the decision of one person. 
The debater may not always agree with the decision 
but is forced to accept it. Gracious acceptance is the 
sign of true sportsmanship. 


The final result of debating is the broadening of the 
circle of one’s acquaintances. This social aspect is not 
as minor as it may seem, for there are many students 
who spend their four years in high school knowing only 
one or two ghetto-like cliques. The debater meets 
debaters, catholic and non-catholic, from schools both 
in and out of New York City. 


DRAMA TICS 


All of us bear within us every passion, every 
action — both good and bad. Each of us is all 
people and nothing human is alien to any of us. 
If this were not true, we would not be able to 
understand other people. 

Through trying to be someone else in a play, the 
actor gains a greater understanding of himself, the 
character, the playwright, and, more generally, other 
human beings. 

This enhanced understanding of human nature is the 
reason why the school supports dramatics, why directors, 
producers and actors expend so much energy on it. 

The main reason for doing Shakespearean plays also 
proceeds from this. Since the person who acts will derive 
the greatest amount of insight into character from the 
play with the most fidelity to life and since Shakespeare’s 
plays are the most nearly real, the Dramatics Society 
decided four years ago to venture on Macbeth. In the 
succeeding three years the Dramatic Society did Julius 
Caesar, The Merchant of Venice and Richard 111, and 
this year Hamlet is planned. The first three years of 
Shakespeare were lean years as far as the production of 
modern plays was concerned, with only one-act plays 
being presented, but last year Time Limit was acted 
and this year Gilbert and Sullivan’s The Mikado is in 
the works. 

The advantages of Dramatics do not lie solely in a 
greater understanding of humanity, although this is by 
far the most important. The actor gains poise through 
training in the use of gestures and knowledge that while 
he is on stage he is being watched. He also gains a 
greater ability to make himself understood and to express 
his ideas effectively by his learning of the theater arts 
— use of inflection of voice and the correct gesture. The 
actor also gains an appreciation of the theater — the most 
complicated of all literary forms. 


XC Third At Yale; 
Track Begins With 1st 

One of Prep’s most successful XC seasons in many years was 
a result of the team working together as a well organized unit. 
After the excellent showing of Prep runners in the first indoor 
meet it is evident that the coming season will be as equally 
successful as its predecessor. 


In the Catholic high school cham¬ 
pionships the two top times of the 
cross country team were turned in by 
Co-Captains Charlie Buchta and Bill 
Clancy. Buchta once again shattered 
the school record. This time he 
lowered his mark to 13:09 thereby 
clinching second place behind Ger- 
aghty of Loughlin. Bill Clancy posted 
his best time of the fall campaign 
in a sizzling 13:35 which brought 
him fourth place. 

In the Jesuit Championships the 
following week Prep’s harriers took 
second place losing only to Fordham 
Prep by a mere six points. Buchta 
placed first and set a new meet record 
in the fine time of 13:21. 

The highlight of the triangular meet 
with the Holy Cross and Yale fresh¬ 
men was the setting of a new school 
record over the three mile Yale course. 
Charlie Buchta placed first with Bill 
Clancy and Bob Wagner close be¬ 
hind in fourth and ninth places. Holy 
Cross won with Prep third, only one 
point behind Yale. 

The Yale meet ended the cross¬ 
country season. These are the best 
times of the men who continually 
paced the Brooklyn Prep team to 
victory and high standings; Charlie 
Buchta 13:09 (school record). Bill 
Clancy 13:35, Bob Wagner 14:05, 
Dan Bradley 14:14, and Frank Tomeo 
14:37. The J.V. team was sparked 
by the running abilities of Stan Bart- 


nikowski, John Barry, Tom Kraft, and 
Jerry Leitrim. 

In the practice on the Wednesday 
before the first indoor meet Charlie 
Buchta pulled ligaments in his ankle 
and is not expected to be able to run 
for at least six weeks. Charlie stepped 
in a hole as he crossed the finish 
line while being timed for the mile. 
His time of 4:32 was excellent con¬ 
sidering the condition of the track. 

The C.H.S.A.A. relays held on De¬ 
cember 6 marked the beginning of 
the indoor track season. The Varsity 
880 relay team of Drew Kennedy, 
Caesar LoSqrdo, Bob Romano and 
Bob Dellesandro struck gold with a 
first place despite the absence of Al 
Milian because of a rib injury. The 
sprint medley team anchored by Jack 
O’Connor’s 52:4 for the quarter-mile 
captured third place. Jack’s time was 
exceptional considering that he had 
only three days of practice before 
this meet. 

The other members of the medal 
winning team were: Bill Clancy — 
quarter mile, Mike Venazio and Len 
Marcel — 220’s.
